T this time of year children are very liable 40 catch cold. 
Mothers ‘constantly say they cannot understand why the 
child has one cold after another; but a doctor or a nurse 
visiting the home will find several ‘reasons for these 
constant chills. In too many houses there are constant 
draughts and ill-fitting doors and windows. Then again, some 
children are kept in a large airy nursery until -meal-times when 
they nove suddenly brought down to’ an overheated room, In the 
same way. children who are in a hot living-room all day are 
undressed in a cold bedroom or have their nightly wash in a chilly 
bathroom. : 
_ ‘There is such a cult to-day for fresh air for children that too often they 
are allowed to remain out of doors when the weather js quite unsultabdle. 
_ An infant In a stationary pram, no matier how well covered he may be, is 
bound to feel o constani draught when left out of doors during these pre- 
vailing north-cast winds. Children who are taken out on bitterly cold days 
and are strapped into an open push-curt which is left outside crowded shops 


while their mothers try to get served {oo often develop an attack of bron- 
chitls js 2 regult of this exposure, * : :

NNEETHING is supposed to be the usual cause for bronchitis in 
infants, but there Js no necessity for any long-cbntinued catarrh 
of the nose and throat or chest if the child Is sensibly looked after. 

We should endeavour to prevent children catching cold becnuse the 
constant repetition of these catarrhal symptoms weakens the child: and 
makes him Hable to other diseases, Our first care should be to make sure 
that the child can breathe easily through his nose and that ho-sleeps avith 
his mouth shut. If the nose is constantly “stuffed up" cither through 
adenolds or catarrh the child develops-a distinct facial expression which 
makes him look ns if he were gasping for breath. 

Enlarged tonsils arc. another frequent cause of catarrh, ‘When the 
general health is improved the child's tonsils frequently go back ‘to normal, 
so that it is not necessary to have them semoved at the first sign of 
enlargement, 7 . af : 

Another sign that the child is in a run-down condition is the presence 
of enlarged glands in the neck, the armpits or the groins.” Enlarged giands 

- behind the ears are more usually due to some infection in the scalp or some 
trouble in the car Stself, but glands appearing under the Jaw or in the angle 
of the throat and the Jaw are more serlous, When these are small and 
shotty thelr significance is slight, as they will disappear when the child gets 
stronger, but if un enlarged muss appears medical advice should be taken. 

A first rule in avoiding colds is to keep the children In a reasonably 
even temperature indoors. 
possible’'to warm the bedroom before the child gocs upstuirs for the night. 
if no means of heating: the bedroom’ are available it Is betler to allow the 
_ living room to be on the cool side rather than averheated. , 

Another thing to remember is to protect the child from draughts In- 
doors. The room should be ventilated by means of an open window, but 
the door should be kept shut so that the child is not.playing in a draught.

A welcome ‘contribution to the 


‘} literature on Japan, with particular 


reference? to the power and influence 
of her Army, is FE. EN. Causton‘’s 
book, “Militarism and Foreign Pollcy 
in Japan," published by George Allen 
& Unwin, Ltd.,.London, at 7s, Od. 
The volume was written in the form 
of un essay os one of the require- 
ments, for the degree of Master of 
Arts nt Yale University, but the 
author erra somewhat on the sido 
of modesty; when he snys It there- 
fore ‘cun be no more thah a mere 
outline of the subject with which ft 
rets out to deal. : 


In the two opening chapters, the 
nuthor sets out to show that Jf there 
Is a chauvenisile group in Japan 
which desires to Inunch the country 
upon a course which it! advocates, 
there Is n background to which It 
may appenl and a political organisa- 
tion which mnkes cifective opposition 
to its ideas improbable. The third 
ehapter shows that the Army and 
Nuvy, ‘In consequence of the op- 
portunitics afforded them by the 
Constitution and subsequent ordi- 
nancea, and of the reputation which 
they have achieved, are most ad- 
vantageously placed to Influence the 
national policy of the ¢ountry. In 
the succeeding chapters, the events 
of the period from the Restoration 
to the present day are discussed, 
particularly the effects of the in. 
fluence of the Army and Navy upon 
the orientation of national policy, 


The author displays a close know- 
ledge of the politic structure of 


Japan, and his thesis should lend to E 


n better understanding of the causes 
which have contributed to the growth 
of military power, The concluston 
fa reached that the events of the last 
forty. years prove that the military 
have used their supremely indepen- 
dent position to launch the country 
upen a particulnr course of action 
rather than to gdvise its adoption, 
nnd to formulate ond direct, rather 
than to enforce, the policy of the 
Government.

Mr. Charles L. Hoover reached 
retiring age on January 11, 
vacaten Consul Gencralshin 
U.S.A. at the end of this month 
and sails from Hongkong on 


February 1, 
Os Monday, January 11, Mr. 
Charies L. Hoover, popular 
Consul General of the United 
States of America, concluded 
his period of office in - this 
Colony. 
-. He renched 65 on that day 
and now has to obey the hard 
and fast rule of the American 
Foreign Service and retire. 

On February 1, he sails-from 
here on the Italian liner Vic- 
toria, taking with ‘him Mrs. C. L. 
Hoover who has proved a lovable 
hosteas’ to her compatriot com- 
munity here and a fine helpmeet 
to her husband ‘since they mar- 
ried in October 1934. 

Said Mr. Hoover in the 
luxurious office which the Con- 
sulate took over with the erec- 
tion of the Hongkong & Shanr- 
hai Bank Building: “Hong- 
kong is the best spot in the Con- 
sular service and- my wife and 
J have had a wonderful time and 
everybody has been most nice.” 

Asked for his views on the

WHAT A FORMER GOVERNOR WROTE 


OF THE ATTEMPT, 80 YEARS AGO 
YESTERDAY, TO POISON THE 
FOREIGN- COMMUNITY | 


YESTERDAY was the cighticth anniversary of one ‘of the most 


sensational incidents in the history of Hongkong. 
On January 15, 1857, an atrocious attempt was made to poison 
the entire European colony, including the garrison, by means of 


arsenic in the bread issued from the principal bakery in Hongkong. 
The firm was known by the title of “Esing”, the proprictor being & 


well-known compradore named Cheong Ah Lum. ae 

The attempt failed in every case, and although two or three 
hundred persons partook of the poisoned bread; no lives were lost. 
Many suffered severely, none more 80 than the family of Sir John 
Bowring, the then Governor. Lady Bowring was particularly

The antecedents of his Antarctic 
expedition are astonishing. Before 
dying for his country’s honour he 
had to beg the money with which 
to do it. 

After he had begged his way 
round~the-Government~came-—to- his 
aid, and the expedition, with bluc- 
jackets ands scientists, left England 
in the Terra Nova in June 1910. 

The expedition unshipped at the 
edge of the Antarctic ice-cap, and 
they set out for the 800-mile sledge 
spumney to the Pole.on November 1,

He strug- 
gled on one day more. 

March 17 was his thirty-second 
birthday.
